which are in the Moon? And he even gave it as his 
Opinion, that it was poflible. Mr. Goldbatch a Mem- 
ber of the Privy Council, made a very.clegant An- 
fwer to it, and fhewed he was of the fame Opini- 
on, They both expatiated in Praifé of the late Czar, 
and of the prefent Czarina, and acquitted them- 
felves with the Dignity and Refpeé fitting fo vaft 
a Subjeét.

N the 24th paft a Council of State was held at 
the Court of Vienna, at which Pr. Eugene af- 





fifted; and at the Conclufion, Matters of great Im- 
portance were difpatch’d to Warfaw. Whence ’tis 


_ advifed, That the K. of Poland has by Letters fig- 


nified to the Czarina, that the Propofals & Threat- 
nings offered to the Covrlanders by her Minifters 
the Princes Menzicoffand Dolhorucki, muft be con- 
ceived to have been made without her Authority, 


. fince they are not at all-confiftent either with the 


ancient, or new and Jaft Treaties made between the 
Crown of Poland and the late Czar 5 by which that 
Monarch has pofitively promifed, not to arrogate 
to himfelf any Superiority over the Dependencies 
of that Crown. At the fame Time his Majefty 
heartily wifhes, that.her Czarifh Majefty would de- 
clare herfelf thereupon before the Meeting of the 
next Diet, to the end the States of the Republick 
may be freed from the Uneafinefs they are under 
or atcount of the Proceedings of the above mention- 
ed Princes, that they may more eafily be brought 
totake proper Meafures to prevent all fuch Incon- 
veniencies as might alter the Harmony between the 
two Courts, the Continuation whereof feems tobe 
neceflary ja the prefent Juncture. 

We long to know what Regard will be had to 
this Letter. Mean Time the Czarina is endeavou- 
ring tocultivatean inviolable Friendfhip, not only 
with the Emperor but alfo with the King of Spain, 
whofe Minifter at the Court of Petersburg, is daily 
in Conference on the Subje@ of the Treaty of Com- 
merce that is to be made between the King his Ma- 
fter and the Emprefs of Ruffia. 

’Tis believed not one Blow will be given by any 
of our Admirals abroad this Year; but let thofe 
Powers fee how vain their Projects are, particularly 
of rendering themfelves formidable to Great Britain, 
and how dangerous it will be for them, to perfift 
in the Defigns they have tormed againft us, not- 
withftanding the great Caballings which are_ ftill 
carrying on, and the Endeavours that are ftill ufed 
by the Emperor for ftrengthning the Vienna Treaty.
